There is neither system nor organization of peos 
ple to do anything or gather any reliab® in- 
tormation. It is estimated that the 
loss 1n the destruction of property 
in Marsbneld alone is not lessthan haif & mil - 
Tin GOATS, but hothing Ifke an accurate list of 
the buildings destroyed and value has yet 
been made. 

THE DEAD 

are being interred to day, and every attention 
to the wounded is giveng which can be under 
the circumstances. The Public School bDuild- 
ing has been converted into a hospital, and 
there are sixty-two wounded in it under charge 
of physicians and nurses. Last night the ladies 
from Lebanon and Springfield were on duty. 
This morning a large party came from Rolla 
and relieved the physicians and nurses 
who were on duty # yesterday and 
last night. Sufficient food and medi- 
cal attendants to meet the present 
demands, but six or seven hundred are home- 
less and destitute and must depend on charity 
for food, shelter and clothing, all of which are 
sadly needed.

The Feeling in St. Louis. 

The terrible tale ot death and destruction 
which reached St. Louis from the stricken city 
ot Marshfield yesterday created the profound- 
est sensations of pity and horror, which were 
augmented as the meagre news received 
during the afternoon and night gave sad con- 
firmation to what at first were supposed to be 
exaggerated rumors. The wide sweep and 
continued destructiveness of the tor- 
nado was not known at first 


but the partially restored telegraph connec- 
tion this morning brings word that Marshfield 
was not the only spot where the wind ran riot, 
forthe course ofthe tornado up the James 
River isiorthirty miles atrail of death and 
devastation. 

Fhe public mind in St. Louisisina state of 
excitement Over the news, and the newspaper 
bulletins were surrounded all day by crowds 
om ting awaiting news trom the stricken dis- 
trict. , 

A number of gentlemen who have friends at 
Marshfield leftitor that place last evening to 
render such assistance as thev could, and this 
morning’s trains trom the West and North 
brought a number of Missourians bound for 
the same place. 


Conductor Fenner’s Story. 

Among the arrivals on the St. Louis and Sin 
Francisco train this morning were Dr. E. T, 
Robinson, of Springfivld. who was oneof 
the first. surgeons to arrive upon the 


scene of death and to render 
ussistance to the wounded, and Cupt. Johnson 
of Springtield, who came here to represent the 
survivoisin an appeal tor aid. 

(Charles Fenner, conductor of the train, left 
St. Louison Sunday night, and arnved at 
Marshfield at daylight Monday morning, where 
the train remained long enough to give him 
opportunity to walk up into the town ana in- 
spect the ruins. Mr. Fenner was tound 
at bis residence, No. 2000 Eugenie street, 
this morning, by a POST-BDISPATCH reporter, 

i @f-his iong night ride, 
but obligingly waked and sat up in bed while 
he told the reporter what he had seen. 

‘*‘When Igotthere on Monday morning the 
fires had burned out fer want of material. 
The wounded had been moved inte the school 
house, which had been converted into a hos- 
pitel. 1 walked up to the wrecked Court- 
house, in a portion of which they had laid out 
the bodies. I did not stop to 
count them. They were all crushed 
and mangled and presented a horrible 
sight. Men with saws and axes were working 
upon the ruins in every direction, hunting for 
the living anddead. I saw one young man 
teken out who had passed the entire night be- 
neath unet-work of beams and rafters. His 
legs were beneath a heavy iron post, and a 
large log lay across his est. His head was 
treer+nd he could see about him. Once the 
ruins took fire, and the young man saw before 
him a tate most hornole, and he shrieked with 
the energy of aespair. Several gentiemen 
burrjying by in search of wissing friends 
were attracted by his cries, and stopped iong 
enc ugh to put out the fire by tearing the burn- 
inglogs away. They tried to extricate the 
young man, but found it impossible, and were 
torced to let him remain until morning. One 
of his legs was broken andhe complained ota 
terrible painin his chest where the log had 
tuin. His must have been a night of terror. 
There was ruin everywhere. Itis impossible 
to exuggerate the scene. I never saw anything 
like it betore. If awan had waiked through a 
little toy village he could not have 
created more havoc. Lastnight when Icame 
through Marsbfield a man came from the tem- 
porary hospital and said, ‘The sixty-ninth 
death bas just occurred.’ It was the wife of 
the minister, Congo, and they wok her vedy 
up to the Court-Louse aud laid 1t beside tuat 
ol ber husband. The people of Marshfield are 
uttelly destitute. Few of them have other 
clotbes than those that they are weuring. The 
pcople of that section of the country reponded 
prowptiy to the call tor help. creneral 
Manager Rogers, of our i0ond, author- 
ized the running of two relief trains— ne 
fiom Lebanon, which took about fifty pzopie, 
und one from Springfield, which jsuook out about 
500 people. Both trains carried*provirions and 
luxuries for the wounded. When we came 
through Kolla, last night, they told us tnat the 
6 sufferers, and 
had sent a corps of twelve doctors and nurses 
to the scene. The conductors on the road have 
been ordered to pass all doctors and nurses 
tree to and trom Springfield, also any person 
who a desires to help. All contri- 
butions of supplies will be carried free. 
The town being down, there is no shelter, 
and, wken we came through iast ni , the 
train ay reed bad received orders from the 
General Manager to let the people use the de- 
pot, and ajiso that a number of Dox cars would 
ve brought to Marshfield and side-trackea, 
which the people ale at liberty to use untii 
other provisions are made.’’

Successful Star-Gazing at the Christ- 
ian Brothers’ College.

The announcement was made some time ago 


with the great telescope at Ann Arbor, Mich., 
and after he had telegraphed its right ascen- 
sion and north declination, it was seen also 
by.a Brooklyn professor. It is some time 
now since a comet has been visible to the 
naked eye, Coggio’sjcomet, which appeared 
some six years ago,being the last one discern- 
ible, and it was a vague, small and 
indistinct one. The last great comet was 


—from its horrid hair 
Shook pestilence and war. 

Astronomers with good giasses are contin- 
ally runvipg across telescopic comets which 
are to be identified only by their singular mo- 
tion. The popularly received idea that a 
comet, to be a comet, must have one or many 
tails like an oriental Basnaw, does not bold 
vood with the learned star-gazers, and a 
comet with them is a comet, if it is only a 
point of light. 

A Post-DISPaATCH reporter vester- 
day evening dropped in on Brother 
Edward John,the Professor of Astronomy 
at the College of the Christian Brothers, and 
asked him if he had yet seen the new visitor 
who had dropped into the solar system, and 
was told that, although be had sought it 
earnestly, he had not vet been able to light 
upon it. ‘Ill tell you, though,’ said Brother 
Jobn: ‘‘this is as fine a nigat as we are apt to 
have for some time to come. Suppose we 
make the search again’’ And, as this 
was a proposal which the _ reporter 
was anxious ww accept, the refiactor 
of the College was swung into 
placeinthe temporary observatory and the 
»rother and the journalist proceeded to hunt 
out the dim Visitant from depths of.space. 
The moon, almost in its second quarter, Was 
doing its very bestto makethe night a suc- 
cess, athing of beauty and a joy -forever, to 
such mortal young men apd maidens as had 
love-making on hand, and the stars were 
burning With a lambent blaze that the moon- 
heams could not quench or dull. Around 
the horizon the fogs and vapors 
of nightfall were to be seen, but straight up 
into the sheer depth of space one could look 
to the end of the universe. 

“When the comet was first seen by the Ann 
Arbor professor,” said Bro. John, **It hada 
right ascension of seven hours and twenty- 
five minutes, and a north declination of eigh- 
ty-four and one half degrees, that would 
fetch it, you see, inthe neizhborhood of 
Polaris, or at least some five or six degrees 
away fromthe north star. [ts daily motion 
is about half a degree, and 
hence we ought to be abie to |: 
catch it about in this direction,’’ and the long 
tube of the telescope was swung into its prop- 
er position. The moonkeams glistening on 
the brass barrel aided “the fantasy that this 
was a spectral cannon, a scientific siege gun 
directed right against one of the secrets of the 
stars, 

THE FIND. 

The glass was swept back and forward both 
by the astronomer and the reporter with no 
result. Every inch of the uncountable dis- 
tance from the head to the tail of Ursa Minor 
was traversed, and stray excursions made into 
lbraco above. The hunt was Kept up for 
hours. Occasionally a double star would 
make the two seekers imagine that they 
bad found their quarry, but putting on an 
eyepiece of higher power separated the two 
companions and magethe comet of ISS) as 
vague and uncertain asithad been before. 
Tyo or three times the search was on the 
point of being abandoned,when some dim,faint 
point of light not before observed would make 
the star-gazers eagerly return totheir task. 
(hanging the eyepiece would of course throw 
the celestial spark out of the field of the high- 
er powers and then wouid come -the 
ctor | hunt and the uncertainty as to | 
whether this was what one Saw 
before, because a power of four hundred di- 
ameters makes a star look very different from 
a power of tifty diameters. At last, when the 
reporter was going slowly over the tail of the 
Little Bear, he caught the comet, its disc-like 
appearance, even with the low power then on 
the glass, being quite apparent. The higher 
powers brought the disc shape out more 
strongly. Only the faintest possible suggestion 
of luminosity on one side of it gave promise 
of what will be, some weeks hence, a tail. 

Po will be June i" said 
Brother Jobn, ‘*when it reaches 
its perihelion, or nearest approach to the sun, 
and it will then be thirty millions of miles 
away fromit, or one-third of the distance 
from the sun to the earth.’’ 

‘*How long will it be visible?” 

‘‘Foronly afew days. It will not be a 
very prominent comet, but it willbea new 
one.’? 

As a recreation after the hard labor of the 
comet-hunt the highest power of the glass 
Was put on and the queer pustules near the 
Tagged edge of the shadow on_ the 
mnoomw examined, and a number of 
the double stars separated.

Resuscitating a Dead Felon. 
‘Pesth (Hunyary) Dispatch to N. Y. Herald. J 

A most extraordinary case of resuscitation 
is reported to bave taken place at Raab on the 
14th inst. Raab is about sixty-seven miles 
from this city and was formerly a fortitied 
city. It is built on the river of the same 
name and is a place of some commercial im- 
portance. The story that comes from there 
reads more like one of the grim cuntes drol- 
atijues of Balzac than an occurrence of the 
present day. <A young convict named Takacs, 
who had murdered two women, was hanged. 
He was about twenty-three vears of age. Af- 
ter the body was cut down and examined by 
the physicians life was pronounced extinct. 
As a scientific experiment the body was sub- 
jected to an electro-galvaaic current, and after 
afew hours signs of life were perceptible, 
The resuscitated convict completely recovered 
the use of his senses, and his first actions were 
of violence toward the prison officials by 
whom he was surrounded. He soon began to 
suffer from congestion of the brain and be- 
came delirious during the night. He made 
repeated attacks upon the keepers and com- 
plained of violent pains, asking from time to 
time for milk and water. Death released 
him finally from his sufferings yesterday 
morning. The entire medical faculty in this 
city is considerably exercised over the case.

The Usual Amount of Enthusiasm in Both 
Bodies. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 20.—The simultane- 
ous holding ot two Democratic State Conven- 
tions prevented the usual crush at the entrance 
to either. Lester B. Faulkner, chairman of 
the regular State Central Committee. called 
the convention to order and said: ‘‘ Democrats 
will not bow to faction and _=$ sacri- 
fice Democratic principles in order to 
tempt success. That was their attitude in the 
momination of Lucius R»binson.’’ [Applause. | 
He commented on what he called the elevation 
of Hayes tothe Presidency by fraud. It he 
who was in fact elected had chosen tolead a 
Mexican revolt, had said the word, 
amillion armed men would have sprung for- 
ward to establish theresult. The name of Til- 
den was received with great applause, mingied 
with hisses, which{renewed when tne speaker 
stated that Tilden forbore the assertion of his 
ownright of the Presidency out of great- 
er regard tor the peace of his 
country. He was not informed whether that 
distinguished citizen would again accept a call 
to official position.

During the call of the roll there was great 
confusion, so many contesting delegates 
asking tobe heard.

Further Proceedings in the Whittaker Out- 
rage Case at West Point. 


WEST POINT, April 20.—In the Whittaker 
case this morning Philip Ryan, a saloon keep- 
er of Highland Falls, was questioned closely in 
regard to rumors alleged to have 
been ~ started by bim that three cadets 
were in his saloon drinking the night of the 
outrage and one said Whittaker would be 
fixed that night. He positively denied he had 
said any such thing, or anything by which 
such interpretation could be placed upon his 


remarks, and that no one was in 
his saloon that night after 10. 
No United States officers or army officers ever 
visit his place, and he knows of no cadet being 
at the Fallsin three weeks. Ifaman appears 
in his ealoon in citizen’s clothes he 
never takes any pains to ascertain 
if he is a_ cadet. He was making 
no reservation whatever through fear of loss of 
patronage. Hesaiu aman named Hogan first 
toid him of the affair. Herelied mainly upon 
West Point for his support in the winter 
time. J. F. Pierce, hack driver, was 
sworn, the Recorder having been intormed 
by letter that he could prove there had been a 
conversation in Ryan’s’~ -saloon that 
night among the Cadets.

REDEMEIER AND NUGENT. 


How They are Affected by Their Approach 
ing Execution. 


Edward Nugent and Henry J. Redemeier, the 
condemned murderers, whose execution will 
take place next Friday morning, appear to be 
bearing their fates bravely, if not indifferent- 
ly. This morning the two priseners were 
placed under a special guard, who will attend 


them until they are turned over to the Sheriff 
forexecutiorp. Visitors desiring to see either 
of these two men are now obliged to converse 
with them through a wire screen, as Jailer 
Ryanis taking every precaution to pr@vent 
any accident from interferiag with the execu: 
tion of the convicted murderers. 

The jail dooris now besieged from an early 
hour in the morning until late in the afternoon 
bya crowd of people who desire tocatcha 
glimpse of the two men whose deaths will oc- 
curnext Friday. The two prisoners are re- 
leased from their cells at 9 o’clock inthe 
morning, and are allowed to exercise on the 
tloor until 3 o’clock intheafternoon. At the 
latter hour they are again confined inthe cell, 
butare given another breathing spell on the 
floor from 4 to 5 o’clock, when tiey are locked 
up for the night. 

Redemeier is perhaps atrifle thinner than of 
old, but with this exception he gives no indi- 
cation of being troubled abont bis approaching 
death. He eats his meals with the old-time 
relish andis apparently indifferent to bis fate. 
He bas frequently been visited by ministers 
but refused to embrace Christianity. This 
morning in conversation with a doctor of di- 
vinity he stated that he had no belief in the 
immortality of the soul and thought that when 
dead and buried the soul ceased to exist. He 
says that religion can do him no good, and has 
no religious belief. He is visited with 
great regularity by his mother, who 
naturally is Geeply interested in him. His talk 
to her, as detailed by the old ladv, is concern- 
ing his chances for a newirial. He appears to 
be anxious for another trial, and still enter- 
tains the hope that something will be donein 
his behalt which will save him from the gal- 
lows. This morning be was walking up and 
down the floor conversing with a fellow 
prisoner. When asked if he would see are- 
porter for the PosT-DISPATCH he sent back 
word that,he did not wish to be interviewed, 
and insinuated that an item Could be written 
without his help or assistance. 

Edward Nugent is deeply impressed by the 
nearness ofthe day ot execution. He bears it 
bravely, however, and has not entirely given 
up the hope that he may be saved the dreadful 
death on the scaffold.

And Why She is Entitled to No Relief 
for Being Shut Out of Her Room. 


Among the opinions rendered in the Court of 
Appeals this morning was the following in the 
case of Mary E. Taate vs. Bridget M. Kyne, 
in which there are some points interesting 
,0 lawyers as well as to people in general: 

THE OPINION. 
If, as the plaintiff contends, the present is an 


action for false imprisonment and not 
for malicious prosecution, the  peti- 
tion should have averred that the 


arrest was without process or otherwise have 
alleged that it was unlawful. There is nothing 
in the pleadings to show that this is trespass 
for unlawiel arrest and detention, and the case 
was evidently not tried on that theory. Inde- 
pendently of this, however, the judgment must 
be reversed, as, upon her own evidence, the 
plaintiff should hsve been nonsuited. 

The plaintiff and one Miss McGann occupied 


adjoining rooms in a _ lodging house, 
of which the defendant was the landlady, 
and the latter in letting the plaintiff’s 


room had also given herthe right to pass to 
her room through the frontroom, leasea and 
occupied by Miss McGann. The plaintiff used 
this privilege till,some quarrel occurring, Miss 
McGunn refused to allow the plaintiff to pass 
any more through the frontroom. The plain- 
tiff claimed that she had no other way of get- 
ting to her room, 
EXCEPT BY THE BACK STAIRS, 

which were unfit for use, and when she found 
the door of Miss McGann’s room locked she 
forced the bolt off with a _ hatchet. 
According to the plaintiff's testimony, shé¢ 
broketwo orthree flocks or bolts previously 
and was.arrested by the police officers when 
she was breaking the lock of the outside door 
of the front room, the one Miss Mc Gann occn- 
pied. The plaintiff’s testimony tended to 
sbow.that the officer was called by the defena- 
ant to arrest the plaintiff as one Who was Qis- 
turbing the peace and breaking locks aud 
doors in defendant’s house. Accordingty the 


ofticer took the plaintiff to the pglice 
station, without any warrant, pnd 
the Captain of the Police, saying hat 


it was @ woman’s dispute, allowed the plain- 
tiff togo. There was a verdict for the plaintiff 
for $300. 

The cause seems to have been tried upon the 
theory thatthe plaintiff had the right under 
her contract with the defendant to pass by the 
front stairway, through the front room to her 
own back room and to break the locks and 
bolts of the doors leading through the front 
room as often as was necessary to 
make way through the room ot the 
other lodger. But admitting to the tullest 
extent the rigbt of the plaintiff to pass through 
the room, the right to make heriway by fore- 
ing locks or breaking doors did not exist. 
The question was not of a mere trespass, a 
violation ot the law for whicb the oftender was 
civilly linble, but of an act committed with 
such circumstances of force ana violence as to 
constitute a disturbance of the peaee, anda 
criminal offense. Here was no question of 

ENTRY INA PEACEABLE AND EASY MANNER. 


The plaintiff wus forcing the lock 
from the door of unother lodger 
with a hatchet. This was a dis- 
turbance of the peace, and was calculated 


to provoke a further breach of the peace on 
the partof the lodger whose premises were 
thus invaded. 

It is said by Hawkins that a man Cannot 
make a forcible entry into hisown house, but 
in Rex vs. Smith, 1 M.and R. 155, it was 
held that though a wife cannot commit a tras- 
pass on the property of her husband, yet if 
her entry was made undé@r such cir- 
cumstances of violence as to amount to a 
breach of the peace—as|[where she got over 
aniron railing, broke a pane of glass in the 
window, und so entered—she might be guilty 
on an indictment for forcibly entering the 
house of her husband, the prosecutor. So, 
though the entry of a joint tenant in common 
is luwful, so that he cannot be liable in tres- 
pass, yetthe lawfulness of his entry on the 
property he holds does not excuse the violence 
or lessen the injury done his companion, and, 
consequently, be may be guilty, upon indict- 
ment, of forcible entry. Here, as to the 
fact that the plaintiff was arrested, 
while inthe act, andasto the use of actual 
violence on her part, there was no conflict of 
testimony. Where there is no conflict of testi- 
mony as to the material circumstances the 
question of probable cause is a question of law 
and nottorthe jury. <A police officer ot the 
city of St. Louis has the common law and stat- 
utory powers of aconstable, and may arrest 
yithout warrant a person taken in the act of 
committing a breach of the peace. * * * I¢ 
follows thatthe plaintiff could not maintain 
the action, and the demurrer to the evidence 
should have been sustained, * * * Thejudg- 
went is reversed and the case dismissed.

Williams, of Niangua, Dr. Hampton, Dr. Sei- 
lers and Dr. Wallace, of Marshfield, were al- 
ready at work. Dr. Bradford wasdead. You 
know Dr. Bradford. He was a delegate to 
the Immigration Convention last week. Thev 
found him and hisson lying dead together. 
The dector’s skull was fairly crushed in. His 
wife and daughter were terribly injured, and 
will probably die. 

7 ‘When I arrived there the schooljhouse had 


already been converted into a hos- 
pital. I pitched in and worked un- 
til noon the next day. I tmnk 


that there were about 1V0 people who steod in 
need of a physician’s attention, There were 
morethan a hundred others who had received 
outs and bruises not of a sufficiently serious 
nature to prevent them from engezing in the 
SEARCH FOR THE DEAD. 

During the night we performed:seven ampu- 
tations. Others will haye to be performed, 
and others should,have been right then and 
there and would have been had it not been tor 
‘the resistance of the patients. I 
think you may safely say that the 
death list will be swelled materially by the de- 
cease of some of those injured. I examined 
personally over a hundred ot the wounded. I 
find that some of them are quite liabie to die, 


as they are injured about the head, 
chest and joints. I think that the 
death list has been somewhat exag- 
gerated, but I shudder when I think 


ot the final total. There 13 no question but that 
there are fully a dozen bodies yet undiscover- 
ed beneath the ruins of the brick buildings. 
Last evening there were twenty-five missing 
persons. I should not besurprised it the bodies 
of men and women were actually blown away 
and will be found a mile from town. The force 
of the wind was equaltothe task. There is 
one casethat is authenticated, and that is of a 
baby, one year old, which was taken up 


by the wind and carried a 
mile and landed in a tree-top. 
When found, the little one was not dead. By 


noon yesterday every one of the wounded had 
been cared for. A peculiar thing was that the 
wounds were mostiy inthe back of the head, 
the victim being overtaken by missiles while 
flying before the wind. 

THE TERRIBLE TORNADO. : 

**l caw many evidences of the terrible force 0 

the tornado and obtained several clear descrip- 


terof amile in width. It was an immense 


but lighteron theedge it rolled along with 
aroaringe noise, ana by its centrifugal force 
scattered the debris of the wreck it was creating 


on either side, The air was fairly filled with 
billions of pieces of plank. One 
man who saw it said that 


it was in shape like the little funnel whirlwinds 
which we see in March, carrying little pieces 
of paper and wood round and round. The 
rolling motion of the cioud is shown by the 
trees, the tops otf which are not broken but 
actually twisted off. 

‘*This visitation was a tornadoand not a 
whirlwind. It was unaccompanied by rain or 
electric phenomena. The tops of timberin 
the county for three miles west 
of the town are twisted off, 
horses, cows, hogs and dogs are found 
all aiong the path of the storm, and fowl! were 
killed. Some of the bodies of lighter animals 
were blown a great distance. Young trees are 
barked completely either by the force of the 
wind ortbe contact of the debris that filled 
the air. 

‘‘One of the morning papers has something, I 
sce, xabout Joe Wisby and his. wife throwing 
themselves flat upon the ground and holding 
on to a sapling until the danger passed. If they 
had been a little further west they could not 
bave escaped, asthe wind would have seized 


height, dashed them to the earth. 

‘*Dr, Wallace had a very pleasant placeinthe 
west-end. The grounds were beautified with 
trees. Astable, smoke-house and residence 
weie the buildings on the place. 

*‘There was quite a company ot ladies and 
gentlemen atthe Doctor’s house when the storm 


came up. When the weird roar 
was heard, and the crash of  obuild- 
ings began, the party fled to the 


cellar of the doctor’s house. The tornado 
sweptaway the house, smoke-house, stable 
and trees. The residence was fairly lifted trom 
its foundation, but the partyin the cellar, 


twelve in number, escaped withont 
a scratch. Dr. Bollinger, his 
wife and several others were at 


a friend’s house and took refuge in the cellar. 
The doctor thought the cellar an unsafe place, 
and started’ to escape. The house was blown 
over, and the doctor was the only person in- 
jured, receiving as hedida very painfal 
wound on the back uf his head. 

** Judge Fyan was avsentfon his judicial circuit 
on Sunday. He returned yesterday morning 
and bis grief was heartrending when they took 
bim to the mangled body of his wife. 

‘*‘Captain Moore, one of thejoidest citizens of 
Marshfield, and his wife took refuge in a cel- 
lar. She became alarmed and tried to get 
away. She had just reached the top ofthe 
Stairs when the house caved in, and 
she was instantly killed. Capt. Moore was ex- 
tricated from the ruins and found to be unin- 
jured. There were a half dozen instances ot 
husbands and wives being killed together. The 
new Methodist Minister Congo and his wife 
were ofthe number. She died last night, mak- 
ing the 69th. 

‘*]t will be impossible tor the sick to remain at 
Marsbtield. They must be taken to Springfield 
or some place where they can get proper treat- 
ment. 

‘*The suffering will be great,and the disaster 
has made paupers of people who werxe well-to- 
do. Thesurvivors will need clothing as well 
as food,’’ 


From the Scene. 

Captain Johnson, of Springfield, arrivedin 
the city this‘morning on the St. Louis and San 
Francisco truin. Heis here in the behalf of 
charity to represent the sufferers in the 


afflicted district, and in this canse was on 
’Change this morning. In conversation with 
a reporter, he said no idea could be formed of 
the terrible scene at Marshfield wnere he passed 
yesterday do’ny his best to help and succor the 
wounded. Capt. Johnson said the destruction 
occasioned by the cyclone was not merely at 
Marshfield and vicinity, but extended away as 
far as Ozark. In Springfield $800 had 
been raised for the sufferers. Marsh- 
field was a mass of ruins, and not 
more than a dozen buildings were standing. 
Capt. Johnson will return on the evening train 
to Marshfield.

As soon asthe noise of the Exchange was 
hushed President Smith at once plunged into 
the subject. Without rhetorical flight or fancy 
eloquence le briefly addressed the assembled 
merchants as foJlows: 

PRESIDENT SMITH’S ADDRESS. 

GENTLEMEN: We are called together this 
morning again in the interest of charity. The 
whole city of Marshfield, in Southwest Mis- 
souri, which Sunday evening last at 6 
o’clock was a peacetul, flourishing, thriving 
town, was half an hour later a mass of ruins.
